$4,000—$9,000 A Year 


W ashington—-T he

for the air mail pilot. 
The aviator postman receives an 
annual salary of between $4,000 and 
of between $2,000 and $3,600, de­ 
sire for the excitement of flying, re­ 
cently caused two field superinten­ 
dents of the service to desert ground 
jobs and retu rn tr> piloting.

now fly regular mail routes. 
The mail pilot receives a base pay 
of betwen $2,000 and $3,600. de­ 
pending on length of service, and is 
paid in addition by the mile for fly­ 
ing service.
